Agrees to Hear Militants Aft- 
er Sylvia Pankhurst Storms 
Commons. 


PLANNED HUNGER STRIKE 


LONDON, June 18.—Premier Asquith has 
capitulated to the suffragists. He has con- 
sented to recéive a députation of east end 
working women in Downing street Saiurday 
morning. 

Miss Sylvia Pankhurst's attempt to carry 


out her threat of a Hunger strike at the en- 


trance io the house of commons until the pre- 
mier yielded to the demand that he listen to 
a delegation of women was largely responsi- 
ble for the prime minister's decision. 

The efforts of James Keir Hardie, the g- 
cialist independent member of parliament, 
and George Lansbury, an ex- member, helped 
the militant suffragist leader to bring the 
premier to his knees. 


Victory a Distinct One. 

The victory is a distinct one, because Sylvia 
Pankhurst Was arrested about a week ago 
for attempting to lead a procession of east 
end women to Westminster to demand the 
audience which Mr. Asquith now bas prom- 
iacd. 

Holloway jail opened its doors tonight to 
releasé Miss Pankhurst, who was weak and 
pale after her eighth successive hunger 
strike, but still determined. She drove to 
Westminster immediately in a motor car 
with a woman chauffeur and rebuffed Mr. 
Keir Hardie's efforts to persuade her to go 
home. 

She was sitting on the steps of the central 
entrance to parllament house, propped up 
with cushions and supported in the arms of 
friends, when Mr. Lansbury came out with 
the news that Premier Asquith had surren- 
dered. : 


Militants’ Plans Well Laid. 

The militants’ plans were effectively ar. 
ranged as usual. When their leader emerged 
from Holloway jail on the arms of two at- 
tendants a motor car was waiting, filled with 
cushions. Two nurses took charge of her 
and propped her up. A group of militants 
had gathered outside Westminster, and 
when the car drove up they cried, ‘ Here's 
Sylvia! 

A larse force of polite was on duty. but, 
apparently under instructions, they made no 
objection when the automobile entered the

“The American representatives do not 
think it is conducive to the interests of me- 
diation to publish during its pendency the va- 
rious plans or the contentions of the par- 
ties, but, as the Mexican representatives 
have given out a formal statement of their 
objections to the appointment of a Con- 
stitutionalist as provisional president be- 
cause, among other things, an election con- 
ducted by such a provisional. government 
would not represent the will of the Mexican 

le, it has been thought necessary to 
give a part of the answer to the letter writ- 
ten by Mr. Rabasa. 

“In that answer the American representa- 
tives utterly repudiate any suggestions that 
the American president has any intent of de- 
etroying the electoral liberty of Mexico and 
insists that the Mexican representatives 
ertirely misunderstand the motives and ob- 
jects of the president, who recognizes the 
facts and sees in the past success of the 
Constitutional army indisputable evidence 
of the approval of the Mexican people. But 
he also sees that the full triumph of that 
army means an indefinite continuance of the 
war, with the suffering and bloodshed and 
death which every war involves. 

These consequences the president seeks 
to prevent through mediation, but we great - 
ly fear that the language of the Mexican 
note implies that his efforts may be thwart- 
ed because of the unwillingness to have a 
Constitutionalist as provisional president, 
even though that promises the only prac- 
ticable means by which the horrors of war 
can be prevented.

We are convinced that your objections to 
the plan itself and your fear of the ill con- 
sequences that may follow its adoption are 
not well founded, and that in attacking the 
details you lose sight of the large and con-

of this trouble has been in the mind of the 


president, and which has influenced the 


American representatives. in all that they 
“have said. or proposed to the mediatora. 

„The American government seeks only to 
assist in the method or in the person by 


| which this great end is to be accomplished, 


and if it presses for any particular method, 
or for the selection of a particular type of 
men, it is only because it believes them to 
be the only means to the desired end. 
American objections to the plan approved 


by the Mexican representatives have been 


based upon the profound conviction that the 
adoption of that plan would not stop the 
progress of the victorious army nor bring 
that speedy peace which the American gov- 
ernment so sincerely desires. 

“It would be easy at this conference to 


* 


write an agreement which many would con- 
sider desirable; but unless the most excel- 
lent of plans and the most excelient of men 
are accepted by the Constitutionaliste we 
would only have a paper plan, perfect in 
form and just in expression, but wholly in- 
effective to secure peace in war worn Mexi- 
co. To bring that war to a close, to restore 
peace and constitutional government, is the 
aim of the president; and that end can only 
be attained by consulting the just wishes of 
the Constitutionalists, who are not only in 
numerical majority but are now the domi- 
nant foree in the country. 

Most of those in that party will neces- 
sarily be long ignorant of the terms agreed 
on at Niagara Falis, but they know menand 
they do know for what men stand. And if 
the right man is selected for provisional pres- 
ident they can, and we hope will, accept hig 

appointment as concrete and satisfactory 
‘evidence that the provisional government is 
not intended to prevent the adoption of the

results, but still be confronted with the in- 
surmountable fact that the Constitutionalists, 
now almost completely triumphant, would 
reject the plan, repudiate the man, and press 
forward with renewed zeal to Mexico City 
with all the loss of blood and life that may 
invoive, 

In reference to the suggestion that the 
provisional president should be a neutral, 
it is said that ‘it is manifest that in such 
a contest as that which has been waged in 
Mexico for years it is not only fair but neces- 
sary to assume that every intelligent man 
of any prominence is at heart on one side or 
the other, and the country might well ques- 
tion the patriotism of any Mexican who has 
been colorless in such a contest, and as the 
provisional president must be to some extent 
identified with one party or the other, it nec- 
essarily follows that to meet the require- 
ments of the present situation his sym- 
pathies, which really mark the man, must 
be with the dominant element.

“The effort therefore should be, not to 

find a neutral but one whose attitude on 


the controlling issues would make him ac- 
ceptable to the Constitutionalists, while his 


character, standing, and condbet would make 


him acceptable to the oth Such a 
man and only such a man; reasonably 
be expected to have the oe and re- 
spect of the entire country, If those dis- 


eussed do not possess the requisite qualifica- 
tions it is only because we have not succeed- 
ed in finding what we sought. You can quite 
well appreciate how difficult it is for us, under 
the circumstances, to do more than we have 
and to further promise diligently and earn- 
estly to continue the search.” 

In answer to the contention that there could 
be no fair elections conducted by a pro- 
visional government of which a Constitu- 
tionalist was provisional president the an- 
wer of the Americans calls attention to the 
fact that in the past the elections in Mexico 
*“ have been under the supervision of a single 
cabinet minister representing the dominant 
party. By analogy the next election should 
be supervised by only one officer represent- 
ing the dominant Constitutionalist party. 

The American plan seeks to avoid the just 
criticism against that method and contem- 
plates that this, the most important elec- 
tion in the history of Mexico, shall be super- 
vised by the representatives of both parties, 
It is wholly incorrect to assume that thus 
@upervised it will be unfairly conducted, and 
you may rest assured that all the tadboenes 
the United States can legitimately use will 
be exerted to secure an honest election. 

* Indeed, it is the earnest desire of our 
government that the permanent president 
ehall be chosen in a manner go free from ob- 
jection that this title to that high office and 
the confidence and respect of his people will 
be strengthened by their knowledge that he 
represents their free and unfettered choice 
at an election held, not by one party, asin 
the past, but by representatives of both fac- 
tions. 

“It is true that the American plan pro- 
poses that a majority of this board shall be 
Constitutionalists, but that is because 
they now represent the sentiment of the 


majority of the people of Mexico. ‘That, |. 


however, does not mean, nor should it be 
construed to mean, that thereby the Ameri-

Republican senators working on the bill 
today were informed by Democrats of the 
committee that they would accept the 
amendments of the Republicans. Unless 
there is some hitch in the proceedings from 
now on the prospects are that the bill will 
be reported without any minority views, in 
which case its passage in the senate will be 
but a matter of formality. 

As a result of the prospects for an agree- 
ment on the measure a number of Repub- 
lican senators are making their plans to de- 
part from Washington. 


No Material Changes Likely. 

The committee spent the day considering 
section 18 of the Clayton bill, which deals 
with labor organizations. It is not likely 
that the language as it passed the house will 
be modified in effect, although the verbiage 
may be changed somewhat. 

The first eighteen lines of the section re- 
stricting the issuance of injunctions and 
restraining orders in labor disputes ard pre- 
venting injunctions being issued against em- 
ployés to prevent them from quitting or 
from persuading others by peaceful means to 
do so were agreed to. 


Consider Boycott and Blacklist. 

The limitation upon injunctions against 
picketing the business of an employer dur- 
ing a strike caused the members of the gen- 
ate some trouble, and they ‘were still dis- 
cussing it when the committee broke up for 
the day. Some attention also was given to 
the boycott and blacklist features of the 
section, but nothing was finally determined. 

The bill can hardly be completed by the 
committee before the end of next week, and 
probably will not get into the senate until 
the first week in July.

awe York Democracy in Bitter 
Row Over Its Fate. 


WILL GO ON RECORD TODAY. 


| Foe Suggests Bifactional Lineup Be 


Submitted at Primaries. 


= 


New York, June 18.—Democratic state 
leaders representing all shades of party 
opinion at a conference here today heard a 
bitter discussion of the question of putting 
the party in New York state squarely on 
record for or against Tammany Hall. The 
question was not settled, because under 
the rules no resolution can go to a vote until 
tomorrow, but it provoked one of the liveliest 
debates ever heard in a representative Dem- 
ocratic gathering in this state. 

The conference was called to decide what 
course the party shall follow under the 
new primary law, by which candidates for 
the fall election will be nominated for the 
first time directly by the people. 


Discuss Unofficial Convention. 

So far us could be judged from the speeches, 
opinion was pretty evenly divided as to the 
desirability of holding an unofficial party 
convention to suggest candidates. 

There was considerable sentiment in favor 
of drafting a party platform, either through 
a convention or by a special committee. 
These questions also be a be answered by 
the vote tomorrow. 

The attack on Tammany Hall, which threw 
the meeting into an uproar, came from Mont- 
gomery Hare, a New York lawyer, long iden- 
tified with the anti-Tammany wing of the 
party. 

Mr. Hare's proposition was that the Demo- 
erats this fall should place two full tickets 
on the primary election ballots—Tammany 
and anti-Tammany—and let the individual 
voters of the party decide which they wish 
to nominate. 


Suggests Lineup on Ticket. 

The Hare resolution declared that the dom- 
inant issue dividing the party and for ten 
years preventing success was division of 
opinion as to whether Tammany Hall is 
“an asset or a liability.” He suggested 
that the two factions call unofficial con- 
ventions and make their primary nomina- 
tions, and that the election officials be di- 
vided equally between. them, 

J. Sergeant Cram, one of Charles F. Mur- 
phy's chief advisers, quickly accepted the 
challenge and interrupted Mr. Hare to sec- 
ond his resolution. 

Chairman Osborn in his opéning speech ex- 
pressed opposition to any convention that 


| would defeat the spirit of the primary law.

Algonquin Camp Ready to House 
Deserving Families for 
Small Outlay. 


There is a woman on the northwest side 
who is spending hot days and nights in a 
two room rear apartment, striving to get 
well. All she has to worry her is the care 
of four children—the eldest 6 years old—the 
living of herself and the children, a severe 
illness following an operation, and a general 
breakdown. 

This woman was left a widow in ch. 
She had been ill before her husband died. 
She became worse after that. She was sent 
to the county hospital. She got better, and 
there were more sick women waiting to get 
into the hospital. She was sent home. 

She can go to Algonquin, where THE TRIB- 
UNE has established a hospital for convales- 
cent women and children in connection with 
| the United Charities—that is, she can go if 
some one puts up the money. There are 
many others who need to go. The money to 
care for them has not been contributed in 
the amounts needed. 


Room for 110 Children. 

THE Tame hospital can accommodate 
110 women and children. There are at pres- 
ent 100 women and chilaren out there. Some 
of them will stay ten days. Others may stay 
ten weeks, if the physician who watches their 
condition decides it would mean death to re- 
turn tothe tenement. 

Only 8136.50 hae been contributed to the 


hospital fend this year by THE TRIBUNE 
readers, [ME TRIBUNE opened the subscrip- 
tions with $1,000, so that the total con- 


tributed so far is $1,135.50. Much more money 
is needed.

This is a sickening repetition of the his- 
toric folly of our military history, but that 
will not excuse the president if our soldiers 
are sacrificed to an unpreparedness foolish 
and perilous even in time of apparent peace,

PRECAUTIONS AT CHILDBIRTH 
WOMAN writes to know what can 
be done by those in attendance on 
a woman in confinement in case 
the baby is born before the doctor 
arrives, Let us assume that the 
mother has been told what to provide and 
what to do and has followed instructions. 

When the earlier vague pains come on 
she should take a cleansing bath, put on 
clean clothes, and arrange her bed as she 
has been instructed. She should prepare 
a lysol solution, one teaspoonful to the 
pint, which she should use Yor local ex- 
ternal bathing, according to the instruc- 
tions she has had. 

It is advisable that she should restrain 
from bearing down. It is better to go 
slow. She must not take chloroform in 
the absence of the physician. The danger 
is too great. 


sob : 

The child having been born, is it ad- 
visable to cut the cord? If the child and 
mother are doing well do not cut the cord 
so long as it pulsates. If the child or 
mother gets in trouble, cut ‘he cord at 
once so that attention can be centered 
where it is needed. To cut the cord, tie 
it twice with a piece of sterile string. 

The ligatures are tightly tied about 
four inches apart, the nearest being one 
inch from the child’s body. Place a small 
piece of sterile cloth below the cord at 
the point of division and cut with scis- 
sors sterilized by boiling. When the head 
is born and the cord is found to be around 
the neck it must be drawn upon enough 
to permit it to be slipped from this posi- 
tion. 

So long as mother and child are doing 
well there must be no interference. Let 
the afterbirth come away of itself. DO 
NOT PULL ON THE CORD. 


— 

If at the end of two hours the after- 
birth has not come away, a clot: wrung 
out of cold water may be laid on the ab- 
domen. If this fails, the uterus should 
be gently rolled between the fingers and 
thumb of one hand.. Through the limp 
abdominal walls the uterus can be felt 
deep in the abdomen. It feels like a hard 
lump. The fingers are to be pressed down 
behind this lump while the thumb and 
hand extend over the top and front. Very 
gently squeezed, but not shoved in any 
direction, the uterus contracts and thus 
expels the afterbirth. The same method 
stops hemorrhage. 

The woman must be watched for pro- 
fuse hemorrhage, ordinary oozing requir- 
ing no attention. If there is such hem- 
orrhage, the foot of the bed must be 
raised and then the uterus must be 
grasped through the abdominal wall as 
described in the preceding paragraph.

After the afterbirth has been expelled 
the mother should be allowed to rest for 
an hour or so if she wishes. Then she 
should be bathed with warm water, at 
least as much as is required, dressed in 
clean clothes; and a previously prepared 
aseptic pad applied. The bed having b 
put in order, the woman is ready for a 
quiet nap.

ORD CLINTON, who arrives in New 

| York on board the Lusitania for a 

sojourn of some duration on this side 

of the Atlantic, is the twenty-first hold- 

er of a barony created as far back as 

in 1299 by King Edward I. Indeed, there 

are only four peerages that are senior to 

his, and, as in the case of those other baro- 

nies by writ, it descends in the female as 

well as in the male line and in this way 

has passed through marriage from the orig- 

inal house of Clinton into the Trefusis fam- 
ily, to which Lord Clinton belongs. 

Lord Clinton has no sons, but two daugh- 

ters, the elder, the Hon. Harriet Trefusis, 
being the wife of Henry Neville Fane of the 
Coldstream Guards, son of the late Sir Ed- 
| mund Fane, who was British minister pleni- 
potentiary at Copenhagen. 

If the Hon. Harriet Fane were an only 
child she would inherit her father’s barony 
of Clinton at his death without any trouble. 
But as she has a younger and unmarried 
sister, the Hon. Fanella Trefusis, the bar- 
ony will fall into abeyance and remain in 
that condition until the gbeyance is termi- 
nated by the sovereign. 

Lord Clinton is a large land owner and 
possesses country seats in Devonshire and in 
Scotland. One of his places in Devonshire, 
Bicton, has been leased by him for a term 
of years to William Northrup ane of 
St. Louis. 

Extending over some 12,000 acres, with 
splendid fishing in the river Otter, it was 
formerly the home of Lord Clinton’s aunt, 
old Lady Rolle, from whom he inherited it. 

She was a masterful woman of the most 
despotic character. whose eccentricities dur- 

ing her nearly half a century of widowhood 
were the talk of the countryside in the west 


of England. 

She was popularly known as The Tigress.“ 
and. in the later years of her life seldom 
left the park of Bicton, owing to the mani- 
festations of ill will which used to greet the 
appearance of her carriage in the neighbor- 
ing towns and villages. ' 

With all that she was generous in her 
charities and will remain on lasting record 
as the endower of the Cornish bishopric of 
Truro, which might not have been in exist- 
ence today had it not been for her gift of

Ricton was acquired by George Rolle, a 
wealthy London merchant, in the reign of 
Henry VIII., and his descendant, John Rolle 
of Bicton, was created Lord Rolle towards 
the close of the eighteenth century. He died 
in 1842 without issue, leaving all his prop- 
erty to his widow, who was a Miss Trefusis, 
daughter of the sixteenth Lord Clinton and 
-aunt of the present peer of that name. 

In her will she directed that on her death 
all the vast estates which she had inherited 
from her husband should go to her young 
nephew, the Hon. Mark Trefusis, who was 
to assume the name and arme of Rolle in- 
stead of his own, and that, if he died without 
issue, they should go to his elder brother, the 
present Lord Clinton, who had already 20,000 
acres in Devonshire and in Cornwall and 
some 30,000 more acres in Kincardineshire.

Makes Early Announcement That

on. 

Through the kind and valuable cooperation 
of Capt. F. Creagh Osbof ne, superintenc.ent 
of compasses of the British admiralty, who 
has promised to be present when the flight 
begins, a code of signals has been worked 
out that should prove of much aid. 

Although it would seem a bit early to an- 
nounce the code at this time, I believe it to 
be the part uf wisdom to make the announce- 
men now so that tie code may be thoroughly 
understood and so that it will be as widely 
Gistributed as possible both on this and the 
ether side of the ocean. 


Asks Ships to Keep Lookout. 

It ig requested that ships keep a good look- 
out for the machine and that after the press 
has announced the approximate date of the 
flight the signals be kept etan 
vessels which happen to be near the pro- 
jected route, Newfoundland to Flores in 
the Azores. From the Azores the route will 
be laid to the coast of Spain. thence following 
the steamer track to Ushant and the English 
coast.

Code for All Signals. 

Here follows the code that I request be 
followed. All ships on north side of the 
direct course between St. John's and Flores 
will display these signals on foremast to 
indicate their distance from the track on 
which I should be flying: 

90 to 60 miles from flying track—Twe 
square flags and one ball square flag. 

60 to 30 miles from tence -T We square 
flags. 

80 to 0 miles from e are 
flag. 

All ships on south side of the direct course 
between St. John's and Flores will display 
these signals on mainmast: 

90 to 60 miles from flying track—Two 
square flags and one ball. 
' 60 to 80 miles frqm track—Two square 
flags. 
30 to 0 miles from track—One square 
flag. 

If I am at a loss to understand the signals 
I shall circle around the ship or descend 
to the surface. 


Will Lock to Foremasts. 

Tt is requested that the magnetic bearings 
of Flores, in commercial code, be to 
the foremast and the distance in from 
the same place be signaled from one of the 
other maste, On the passage from the 
Azores to the coast of Spain and from there 
to Ushant, magnetic bearings and distances 
should be given from Cape Finieterre and 
Ushant lighthouse respectively. Im the event 
of the wireless not sending out reports of my 
arrival at my places of call within reason- 
able time shipmasters are requested to keep 
a sharp look out for my cratt and the smoke 
bomb and rocket signals. 

I have been asked as to what lighta I shall 
carry. When we are flying I plan to have no 
light visible within the cockpit of conning 
tower, I shall have @ small incandescent 
globe fed from dry batteries over the com- 
passes and another over the inclinometers 
and revolution indicators. There will be an- 
other globe over the chart table. Over the 
engines there will be a searchlight for use 


headlights on either side of the boat, for use 
if I should be compelled to land after sun- 
down. These will only be ewitched on when 
necessary.

TAKE OFF 300 ABOARD. 


Buelow Held Fast by Rocks; A. 
V. Armour’s Boat Can Be 
Refloated. 


LONDON, June 18.—Fog, which has been 
falling and lifting intermittently over dif- 
ferent parts of the British coast for two 
days, hae caused an unprecedented number 
of accidents to shipping. The North German 
Lloyd company has been the principal suf- 
ferer. 

While the company’s staffs at London and 
Southampton were busy docking the en 
Wilhelm II., which was badly ripped in a 
collision with the Incemore yesterday, they 
received a second shock in the news that 
the company’s steamer Buelow, from Yoko- 
hama, with more than 800 passengers, had 
stuck her nose tightly into the rocks of 
Blackner bay and was held fast there: 

Col. Theodore Roosevelt's London friends 
were startled by a message which a local 
news.agency circulated this afternoon that 
the Hamburg-American’s mammoth steam-~- 
er Imperator, on which the colonel was to 
embark, had gone ashore off Bambridge, Isle 
of Wight. The Imperator soon disproved 
this report by steaming into Southampton. 


New Yorker’s Yacht Aground. 

The American yacht Utowana, belonging 
to Allison V. Armour of the New York Yacht 
club, bound for Southampton after an ex- 
tended tour, went ashore at Chapman's Pool, 
between Worbarrow and St. Alban’s head. 
A wireless call summoned tugs to its assist- 
ance and it is expected it will be refloated 
late tonight. 

The British yacht Cariad also grounded in 
the fog near St. Alban’s head and a naval 
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mine sweeper went ashore on Atherfield 
E.. near Cowes.

The doctors use the prefix “hyper” to 
mean “too,” in the same sense as in the word 
hypercritical. “Hyper” adds the idea of 
abnormally great to many of the words to 
which it is prefixed. The doctors use both 
terms, “hyperacidity” and hyperchlorhy- 
dria,” and if we could understand the whole 
meaning of the second part of this latter com- 
pound we would know a good deal of chem- 
istry, even the common chemistry of the kitch- 
en, for it is quite directly connected with the 
scientific name of 5 ey salt. 


People who are troublea with hyperacidity 
suffer from ulcers of the stomach, stubborn

N this active life few people stop long enougn 
to rest, and rest means recuperation.

busy woman would rest one whole day out 
of every two weeks she would never be ill,

working as satisfactorily as was expected. 
The yield in revenue is about $23,000,000 less 
than was estimated. 
The administration wants to ascertain 
whether this is due to inherent weakness in 


number of individuals and corporations to 
pay tax as required. 


Chanze in Law Needed. 

The recommendations for changes in the 
law mace by the secretary of the treasury 
contemplate conferring upon the comme 
sioner of internal revenue and his represen~ 
tatives broader inquisitorial powers than 
are now permitted under the act. 

In the case of corporations they are to be 
required te place in the hands of the gov~ 
ernment lists of their stockholders, common 
and preferred. Some corporations have 
readily given thie information. There seems 
to be some doubt as to the right of the gov- 
ernment to enforee its production. asd ac- 
cordingly a change in the law is regarded 
as desirable. 

The proposed amendment also gives to 
representatives of the government the broad- 
est kind of power in examining the books. 
papers, and records of individuals ae well 
as corporations incident to the collection of
